Ireland and Her Soldiers. 


Yesterday some thousands of able-bodied 
Irishmen, who refuse to help their country 
in the present war, paraded the streets of 
Dublin and Cork. The existence and 
designs of these people are not negligible ; 
on the contrary, they demand a far closer 
attention than they are getting from the 
absentee Chief Secretary for Ireland. All 
their ostentatious disloyalty fails, how- 
ever, to un-write their country’s record in 
the ‘conflict ' which is now deciding the 
destinies of Europe. Ireland Was not 
done enough in this war ; but she has done 
much, and what she has done has been 
done in the best Irish fashion. She still 
makes her military fame as she has always 
made it—quickly, dauntlessly, and with a 
sure appeal to the true spirit of romance. 
A few years ago, for instance, there was 
no regiment of Irish Guards. To-day it 
is one of the most famous regiments in 
the British Army. In the course of a 
single war it has founded an un- 
dying tradition. The account of the 
King’s inspection of the Reserve 
Battalion of the Irish Guards yes- 
terday will fill every decent Irishman 
with pride. The speech in which His 
Majesty reviewed the Guards’ deeds in the 
war was inspired with a fine sincerity, 
and his Irish people will know to-day that 
he is truly proud to be Colonel-in-Chief 
of the regiment. In the retreat from 
Mons and at Ypres the ist Battalion 
helped to make a great chapter in British 
history. At Loos the young 2nd Battalion 
fought like the quickly-made veterans of 
the Ist Battalion. The Reserve Battalion, 
which the King reviewed yesterday, is 
now sending. a steady stream of splendidly- 
trained soldiers into the firing line. 
The Guards are only one of a body 
of Irish regiments which have -earned 
glory in this. conflict. They were 
created, as the King reminded ‘them, “to 
commemorate the heroism of Irish regi- 
ments in the South African War.” At 
Mons, Ypres, Le Pelly, St. Julien, St. 
Eloi, at Helles and Suvla Bay, and in the 
wonderful retreat from Serbia, those regi- 
ments—some of them raw and ‘barely 
trained battalions—have repeated their old 
heroism under the far more appalling con- 
ditions of the new warfare. The batiles 
of this war have paid, in the King’s words, 

a glorious tribute to Irish loyalty and. 
endurance.” 

Loyal Ireland has not been forgetful 
of her debt to her soldiers. In no’ 
previous war were the homes of the 
Empire ever in such close touch with 
The wars of the French 
Revolution were ‘“‘citizens’” wars, but 
the citizens at home had no contact 
with the soldier in the field. In the 
present war the citizens of the United 
Kingdom and the Dominions are acting as 
a veritable reserve for their fighting men. 
The Red Cross is chiefly maintained by 
civilian support. The country’s magni- 
ficent hospital system is at the service of 
the whole British Army.. The people 
at home have found huge .sums for 
ambulances and rest huts. Millions of 
tons of “comforts” have pou into the 
trenches from the homeland. The country 
accepts now, as never before, a general re- 
sponsibility for the charge of disabled 
soldiers and for the care of soldiers’ de- 
pendents, and innumerable organisations 
exist for these purposes. We venture to 
say that in no part of the Empire has this 
voluntary work been more thoroughly 
organised or more generously supported 
than in Ireland. When the full story 
comes to be told it will go far to remove 
the old reproach that the Irish are not a 
business-like or systematic people. The 
work ot our Irish Red Cress and St. 
John Ambulance Brigade could hardly be 
improved. Our hospitals—always famous— 
have increased their fame by the skill, 
humanity, and promptitude of their ser- 
vices to the thousands of wounded soldiers 
who have been sent toTreland. The Irish 
branches of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help 
Society and of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Families’ Association have shown fine tact 
and capacity in their difficult aud delicate 
task. No private soldier has been more 
carefully tended from afar than the Irish 
private. In all his vicissitudes—whether 
in the trenches or in.the base hospital or 
as a prisoner of war—the helping hand 
from home contrives to reach him. Most 
of the regimental committees in Ireland 
are managed quite admirably: it is safe 
to say that the Committee of the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers, with its various. sub- 
committees, might serve as a model for 
every other regimental district in the 
United Kingdom. ll, or nearly all, 
these manifold agencies of comfort and

German Finance. 
Dr. Helfferich’s speech on the Budget 


jin the Reichstag will not impose upon 


the merest tyro in finance outside Cer- 
many, and there are some signs in the 
Gefman Press that even in that country 
it will not be swallowed so easily as 
earlier assurances of Germany’s financial 
stability. He protests too much. It 
would have been possible for him to re- 
commend Germany's financial position, 
taken by itself, with a certain plausi- 
bility. This, however, is not sufficient for 
the Finance Minister. He is audacious 
enough to essay the task of proving not 
only that her financial situation is good, 
but also that it is “superior to that of 
the strongest of our enemies.” He 
German ‘and British 
methods of financing the war, to the dis- 
advantage of the latter, in an argument of 
singular economic heterodoxy- It is, ap- 
parently, a matter of profound satisfac 
tion to him that Germany is floating her 
fourth War Loan while Great Britain has 
not yet floated her third. Germany, says 
Dr. Helfferich, has no intention of. follow- 
ing in the wake of Great Britain’s 
financial policy, which seeks to defray, a 
of war expenditure 
He reioices in, the 
fact that, after the completion of 
this fourth loan, Germany will be 
“the only belligerent who has raised the 
entire war expenditure by long term 
loans.” That, he remarks, is an achieve- 
ment which no Allied country has even 
approximately equalled. It is, 
add, an achievement which no _ Allied 
country has the least desire to emulate. 
Even in Germany grave doubts are be 
ginning to be expressed about the stability 
of a progressively artificial organisation 
of credit which, with the export trade 
dead, has been undermined by unlimited 
paper currency of all kinds. The pro- 
blem of raising the interest on the War 
Loans ts becoming increasingly acute. 
The limited scheme of new taxation for 
this purpose, introduced im the new 
Budget, has provoked suchan outcry from 
the Liberals and Social Democrats that 
the Finance Minister has had to give an 
emphatic assurance that it will not be 
further extended. It is becoming daily 
more clear that the attack on Verdun was 
influenced as much by>financial as by 
military considerations. A resounding 
victory in the field .is urgently needed to 
restore the confidence oí the German 
people and induce them to 
in the new War Loan. As a means 
of “booming” the War Loan the 
attack on Verdun has proved. an expen-

ltalian Politics. 


The Italian Government is passing 
through a period of political stress. The 
debate which has been proceeding in the 
Chamber during the whole of this week 
has been followed with intense interest 
by Italians. Ostensibly, the debate is 
concerned solely with the economic 
measures of the Government. It is well 
understood, nevertheless, that in reality 
the thoughts of all who have taken part 
in it are engaged rather with the ques- 
tion of the composition ‘of the Cabinet. 
What is chiefly to be seen on the surface 
of the Parliamentary situation at this 
moment is an unorganised movement for 
a national Government. The party to 
which Signor Salandra, the Premier, be- 
longs is not, on the peace basis of 
parties, in a majority in the Chamber. 
The constitution of the Chamber is the 
same as it was when Signor Giolitti held 
sway. Signor Giolitti however, has been 
in the background since the day when 
Italy became committed to intervention 
on the side of the Allies; and Signor 
Salandra has received the general sup-

obvious that his hold on the Chamber is 
not so secure under these conditions as 
it would be if he could command a regular 
party majority, and times of difficulty 
such as that which he has experienced 
during the past week or two were in- 
evitable.
